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Dr. Jenkins Now 
New TJC President 

Director Potter Elevated 
To Dean Of College 

Dr. H. E. Jenkins, dean of Tyler 
Junior College since June, 1934, 
was made president of the college 
upon its separation from the Tyler 
School System July 1, 1946. Dr. 
Jenkins succeeds Mr. J. M. Hodges, 
former superintendent of the 
Tyler Public Schools and presi¬ 
dent of Tyler Junior College, who 
resigned to become president of 
Wharton County Junior College. 
Dr. Jenkins also served as assistant 
superintendent until this change 
was made. He attended Kansas 
State Teachers’ College, Univer¬ 
sity of Kansas, University of Mis¬ 
souri, and University of Texas. Dr. 
Jenkins taught United States His¬ 
tory and education in Kansas, was 
superintendent of schools in Kan¬ 
sas, assistant superintendent of 
School of Education at the Univer¬ 
sity of Missouri. He is at present 
a member pf the Kiwanis Club, a 
past president of the Texas Asso¬ 
ciation of Junior Colleges, a past 
president of Tyler Town Hall, a 
member of the committee on 
standards of the Texas Association 
of Colleges, the chairman of the 
committee on music education of 
the Texas Association of Colleges. 
He is also a member of The Com¬ 
mission on Institutions of Higher 
Learning of the Southern Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges, chairman of the 
Committee of Standards for Junior 
Colleges of the Southern Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges, and a thirty-sec¬ 
ond degree Scottish Rite Mason, 
K.C.C.H. 

Dr. Jenkins’ successor, Mr. E. M. 
Potter, was last year personnel di¬ 
rector of Tyler Junior College. He 
' served three years in the Army 
Air Corps and held the rank of 
first lieutenant. Mr. Potter is an 
ex-Apache who attended here the 
first year of the college, in 1926. 
Las Mascaras Dramatic Club has 
Mr. Potter to thank for the name 
of its club. He received his B.A. 
degree and M.A. degree at the 
University of Texas and then did 
graduate work at the University of 
Colorado and Colorado State. He 
was principal of Douglas School 
six and one-half years and taught 
history in Bell Senior High School 
in Galveston. Prior to the ac¬ 
ceptance of his position in Tyler 
he taught social studies in Reagan 
County at Big Lake, Texas. Mr. 
Potter is a member of the Kiwanis 
Club, the Masonic Lodge, Scottish 
Rite Masonic Lodge, and is a 
Shriner. He is also chairman of 
the Home Service Division of the 
Smith County Red Cross. At the 
U. of T. he was a member of Pi 
Sigma Alpha and Phi Beta Kappa. 

Dr. Jenkins and Mr. Potter are 
happy to announce to us that the 
new junior college and the place 
for the experimental farm for ag¬ 
riculture and the newly organized 
vocational shops are now in view. 
An application has been made to 
the W.A.A. for several hundred 
acres of land at Camp Fannin to 
be used for the agricultural and 
vocational needs. The main build¬ 
ings of the new college will not 
be located there, but after five 
years it is hoped that all branches 
of the school can be placed on the 
new campus to be selected in the 
near future.

In order to have an efficiently 
run college, we must have good 
officers and by taking an active 
part in campaigning we can be 
sure of congenial officers. 
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Yes, We're Crowded Too! 

The T.J.C. Apache tribe has many new comers on 
the reservation this year. When more people move 
in, the need for more space arises, but since this 
is impossible for the Apaches this year, we must 
iearn to adjust ourselves and make the best of the 
crowded situation until more space is available. In 
a class where there are forty-two students meeting 
only three times a week, the instructor has little 
time to give individual assistance; therefore, we 
must learn to hustle for ourselves and through 
more thorough study and concentration solve our 
own problems. 

The crowded situation brings to us the necessity 
of learning to share with others in an agreeable 
manner. We will have to share books, lockers, 
and even positions in the school in order that all 
may have the same chance here in T.J.C. for ad¬ 
vancement. Our school is making a number of 
sacrifices to be able to accommodate all of us, and 
we, the students, must do likewise if we are to 
serve the school as well as others and ourselves. 


Wanted: Any Books Today 

Today this peace-seeking world of ours has many 
major problems, each of which must be solved 
satisfactorily for the majority of the people con¬ 
cerned. Likewise, when Tyler Junior College be¬ 
gan the 1946 fall term, difficulties arose almost 
overnight. These, too, had to be solved satisfac¬ 
torily. 

The first huge problem with which the college 
found itself confronted was overcrowded classes, 
caused by a greatly increased 'enrollment. Many 
classes changed to larger meeting places, new classes 
were formed, and through the untiring efforts of 
the faculty, almost all important conflicts iiave 
been straightened out. 

But everything can’t be rosy. One factor remains 
at the top of our list of difficulties. This is the 
great shortage of textbooks. Many books are needed, 
and needed now. It is not uncommon to find 
students who need five textbooks, but have only 
one or two. There is an acute shortage of history, 
English, speech, and other textbooks. For American 
history two books are needed; the majority of 
Students have neither. 

Efforts are being made to secure these books. 
Because of strikes over this nation, it is impossible 
to get next textbooks at this time; therefore, 
students are trying to secure used ones. Teachers 
and students are trying to get these used ones from 
students or from families of students who have 
attended TJC. 

Anyone who has books not being used should sell 
©r lend them to students in need of them. It is our 
duty as true Apaches to help each other get the 
books we need. We, with the help of each other, 
can solve this present major problem.
